Five of the Latter Found 

Graves Near Cape Cod, 

Them Being Willia* 

Mack, Cleveland 

Chatham, Mass., March a 

life-savers, practically t^ itire crew 
of the Monomoy station, on the south 
end of Cape Cod, met death Monday 
at their post of duty and with them 
into the sea which capsized the life 
boat went five men from the stranded 
barge Wadena whom they tried to 
bring in safely to the shore. One man, 
Lemuel Ellis, through, the heroic work 
of Capt. Elmer Mayo, of another 
stranded barge, the John C. Fitzpat- 
rick, was rescued from the bottom of 
the upturned life boat. Among those 
lost w T as William H. Mack, of Cleve- 
land, O., who was on the barge repre- 
senting his company, the Boutelle 
Towing and Transportation Co., of 
that city, while Capt. Marshall N. El- 
dredge, one of the oldest life savers 
on the coast, went down with his men. 
All the life savers came from Chatham 
and Harwich. 

Last Thursday the barges Wadena 
and John C. Fitzpatrick, on the way 
to Boston with cargoes of coal, strand- 
ed on the Shovelful shoal, about three 
quarters of a mile off Monomoy Point. 
Since then every effort has been made 
to float the barges. Sunday night the 
tug Peter C. Smith, w r hich has been 
lying beside the barges, ran alongside 
the Wadena and told those on board 
that a stq^m was coming on. All the 
w’reckers were taken on board the tug 
w r ith the exception of the five men who 
met their^fate Monday. Mr. Mack, 
who had come on from Cleveland, re- 
fused to leave. About S o’clock the 
weather growing very thick, the cap- 
tain of the tug decided to run into 
Hyannis. Upon arrival there the cap- 
tain tried in vain to v ^'Hfy the Mono 
moy life savers that vaere were five 
men left on board tm> Wadena. Mon- 
day forenoon Capt. • Eldredge, w r ho 
had been watching Vhe barges very 
closely, sighted signals of distress on 
the Wadena. He got out his crew and 
' surf boat. 

The wind was blowing nearly a gale 
from the southeast. The crew had 
no difficulty in getting off, but after 
rounding the point it took nearly an 
hour to reach the barge. By that time 
the tide had turned to the eastward 
and a fierce cross sea had been kicked 
up. Capt. Eldredge steered the life 
boat under the lee it the Wadena, and 
one after another iyhe five men drop- 
ped into the boat?. With the wind 
astern it seemed comparatively easy 
to £ftin the smooth waters behind the 
point) When about half .way in he 
thoq'ght he discovered a smooth spot 
ovrer what is called a hole, and the 
b<pat was sheered off for it. As she 
dAd so a tremendous sea caught her 
«\nder the stern and she went over, 
throwing all the men into the water. 
Being used to tho sea all the life sav- 
ers clung to the boat and managed to 
pull the Wadena men along with 
them. An attempt was made to right 
the boat, but being full of water the 
life savers only managed to get her 
partially cleared. 

They had some hope, how r ever, of 
reaching land, until another wave 
again capsized the boat. Mr. Mack 
was the first to succumb, and one by 
one the others dropped away until 
there were only four left, and these 
climbed on the bottom of the overturn- 
ed boat. The four men drifted down 
in the direction of the Fitzpatrick, 
where Capt. Mayo, of that craft, caught 
sight of them. Wuh much daring he 
dropped a dory overboard and then, 
jumping into it, started after the ex- 
hausted men. Before he reached the 
life boat three of them had fallen into 
the sea. Ellis managed to hold on and 
caught the rope which Capt. Mayo 
threw to him. He was dragged aboard 
and then Capt. Mayo, being an expert 
surfman, pulled around the Point into 
the smooth water and landed the only 
survivor of the 13 who started from 
the barge. Ellis was too exhausted to 
give any accurate account of his ex- 
perience for two or three hours after 
setting ashore. 

• Women to Organize. 

Niles, Mich., March 18. — A move- 
ment has been started here by Miss 
Fanny Lacey, a prominent Niles so- 
ciety woman, to organize the widows 
and unmarried women of the state for 
the purpose of applying to the state 
legislatuiv for exemption from the 
personal tax on property not to ex- 
ceed $5,000. A meeting will be held 
next Wednesday to organize. It is de- 
nied that the franchise is sought. 

Greece Being Depopulated. 

Athens, March 18. — The increase in 
Grecian emigration is seriously alarm- 
ing the government. During the last 
few weeks 100 young people have gone 
to seek their fortunes in the United 
States. The press is calling on the 
government to introduce measures to 
check the exodus.

NEW BANK NOTES ISSUED. 

Radical Departure in Designs From 
Former Issues. 

Washington, March 18. — The control- 
r of the currency received from the 
ireau of engraving and printing, and 
sued, Monday, the first delivery of 
> new national bank notes known as 

series of 1902. 

e notes will be issued only to new 

vS organized since January 1, 1902, 
J those extending or re-extending 
-heir charters. 

Only the denominations of $10 and 
$20 are yet ready for issue. Later, 
fives, fifties and one hundreds will be 
issued. These notes are quite a radi- 
cal departure in designs from the 
bank notes heretofore issued, and are 
considered a great improvement. The 
backs have only one plate printing, 
which is an artistic vignette printed 
in green. The faces all bear portraits 
of prominent officials of the govern- 
ment, these being President Harrison, 
for the five dollar note; President Mc- 
Kinley for the ten; Secretary McCul- 
loch, for the twenty; Secretary Sher- 
man, for the fifty, and Controller of 
the Currency John J. Knox, for the 
one hundred. 

To facilitate the assorting of the 
currency in the redemption agency of 
the treasury department, the charter 
numbers, with a system of letters in 
broad face type designating the geo- 
graphical division in which the bank 
is located will be placed hereafter up- 
on both ends of the face of all notes 
printed, including the new series. 

FIFTH ANNUAL MEETING. 

The Best Shots of the Country Gather- 
ing at Indianapolis. 

Indianapolis, Ind., March 19. — The 
best shots in the country have gath- 
red here for the fifth annual grand 
central handicap shot which begins 
Wednesday. The American team, 
w r hich went to Europe last year, is 
here and w’ill be entertained by E. H. 
Tripp, president of the local club. 
Those here are: R. O. Heikes, Dayton, 
O.; Richard Merrill, C. M. Pow r ers, De- 
catur, 111.; T. A. Marshall, Keesbftrg, 
111.; Wm. Crosby, C. W. Budd, Fred 
Gilbert, Frank Parmlee, John Fan- 
ning, Emil Works, Paul Worth and 
Frank Harrison, the last three named 
being scorers and referees. 

Among the noted Indiana shots from 
out of town will be J. L. Heard, Peru; 
Emer Neal, Bloomfield, and Ed Voris, 
of Crawfordsville. The first two days 
will be given over to target shooting 
and on Friday will occur the grand cen- 
tral handicap, in which the live pig- 
eons will be used. 

STOLEN DYNAMiTE. 

Plot to Destroy Austro-Hungarian 

Warships Discovered. 

Vienna, March 18. — A sensation has 
been caused here by the discovery of 
a plot to destroy the Austro-Hunga- 
rian warships Habsburg and Arpad, 
which are stationed at Pola. A large 
quantity of dynamite was recently 
stolen at Trieste and the government 
has been informed by an anonymous 
letter that the Habsburg and Arpad 
were imperiled. The vesaels have 
since been rigidly guarded. 

FOR THE BRITISH ARMY. 

Carload of Michigan Horses to Be 

Shipped to South Africa. 

Allegan, Mich., March 18. — A car- 
load of horses is on the way to New 
York for shipment to South Africa for 
use in the British army. An agent for 
the British government has been here 
for several days buying horses for that 
purpose. Horses physically sound, 
but too old to be serviceable, were pur- 
chased for food to take the place of 
beef, which is scarce in the land of 
the Boers. 

A FORGED CHECK. 

King Edward’s Bank Baladce Nar- 
rowly Escaped a Reduction. 

London, March 19. — King Edward’s 
bank balance narrowly escaped a re- 
duction to the extent of £220 Tuesday, 
afternoon by a forged endorsement of 
a check. The latter was drawn “pay- 
able to bearer” by Gen. Sir Dighton 
Probyn, keeper of the king’s privy 
purse. The check was presented at 
Coutt’s bank, where the cashier dis- 
covered the forgery. When the man 
who presented the check was ques- 
tioned by the cashier he ran away, but 
was captured and later remanded to 
prison. The prisoner gave the name 
of Alfred Reynolds. 

THE INMATES RESCUED. 

State Institution For the Deaf and 
Dumb Destroyed. 

Jackson, Miss.. March 19. — The state 
institution for the deaf and dumb, lo- 
cated in this city, was entirely de- 
stroyed by fire Tuesday. There were 
no fatalities, all of the inmates of the 
building having been rescued. The 
fire is supposed to have originated 
from an electric wire. The loss is es- 
timated at $40,000, covered by onlv 
$15 ,000 insurance. 

Charged With Six Murders. 

Lake Charles, La., March 18. — The 
grand jury of Calcasieu parish, in spe- 
cial session Monday, found a true bill 
against Edward Batson, charging him 
with the murder of J. N. I^arl, his wife 
and four sons near Welsh. The trial 
will be fixed for an early date. 

Shot Wife and Himself. 

Quincy, 111., March 18.— Frederick 
MoecRer shot his wife twice in the 
breast Monday and then sent two bul- 
lets into his own brain. He is dead, 
but his wife will live. The couple 
had been seuarated for sou* Lima. 



Prince Henry of Prussia Arrives 
Home Safelv. 



Emperor William Kissed His Brother 
Upon Both Cheeks and Shook 
Hands With Members of 
the Prince’s Suite. 

Cuxhaven, March 19. — The return of 
Adm. Prince Henry of Prussia to Ger- 
man soil was safely accomplished 
Tuesday afternoon amid all the pomp 
and circumstance with which the 
prince’s imperial brother has seen fit 
to mark the successful ending of 
Prince Henry’s American mission. 

The same good fortune of freedom 
from untoward incidents which charac- 
terized the prince’s trans-Atlantic 
journey continued until the end, and 
the landing occurred during a period 
of brilliant sunshine after an overcast 
day. 

The Hamburg-American line steam- 
er Deutschland, from Cherbourg, hav- 
ing on board the prince and his suite, 
was first sighted at 5:30 Tuesday, after- 
noon. The German battleship Kaiser 
Wilhelm II. steamed down the road- 
stead to meet the Deutschland and re- 
turned escorting the big liner. The 
Deutschland tied up to the new stone 
quay, and was the first ship to dock 
there. 

Emperor William stood upon the 
quay, surrounded by high naval and 
municipal officials. As representative 
of the American embassy at Berlin, 
Commander William H. Beehler, the 
naval attache to the embassy, stood at 
;he emperor’s side. 

The quay was decorated with the 
flags of all the states of the empire 
and the thousands of spectators who 
covered the roofs of the great ware- 
houses and the wide slopes overlook- 
ing the scene, cheered wildly as Prince 
Henry walked down the gangway from 
the steamer. Emperor William kissed 
his brother upon both cheeks and 
shook hands with the members of his 
suite, saying a few cheerful sentences 
to each. In the meantime the guns of 
the squadron saluted. 

Side by side his majesty and Prince 
Henry then passed down in front of 
the marine guard, which stood at sa- 
lute. After this the marine guard 
passed in review, while the band of the 
imperial yacht Hohenzollern played 
the national anthem. 

The passengers on the Deutschland 
crowded to the steamer’s rail and 
cheered heartily during The ceremony. 
Some of the American passengers 
waved little American flags; other- 
wise the stars and stripes were not 
flying. 

After the inspection of ..the guard of 
honor and the veterans by Emperor 
William, his majesty and his party. 
Prince Henry and his staff, aim Com- 
mander Beehler boarded a tender, and 
amid fresh salutes, music and cheer- 
ing, proceeded to the battleship Kais- 
er Wilhelm II. Upon arriving there 
the crew of that vessel manned their 
ship to receive the royal personages. 

The Kaiser Wilhelm II. weighed an- 
chor at 7:15 and started tow r ard Kiel 
through the canal. A banquet was 
served on board the warship. 

SPEECHLESS FOR YEARS. 

Coughed Up a Piece of a Tooth and 
His Voice Is Restored. 

Columbus, O., March 19. — Eighteen 
years Tuesday R. C. Davis, a resident 
of the west side, lost his voice. He 
was then a bass singer of some note in 
a choir of a church at Indianapolis. 
His misfortune came like a flash and 
refused to yield to the treatment of sev- 
eral of the most noted specialists of 
the country. Tuesday morning Mr. 
Davis was seized with a violent fit of 
coughing and ejected a small sub- 
stance, which proved to be a bit of 
tooth, which he had unconsciously 
swallowed. The removal of this ob- 
struction which had found a secure 
lodging place in a little pocket in the 
oesophagus just below the larynx im- 
mediately restored his voice. 

TO THEIR NEW HOMES. 

Thousands of Dunkards to Colonize 
in the Northwest. 

Chicago, March 19.- -During the 
next few days over 3,000 Dunkards and 
others will pass through Chicago en 
route to new homes in the northwest. 
The movement will include entire fam- 
ilies from Indiana, Ohio, Pennsylva- 
nia and the Virginias, and they will 
for the most part go to the Missouri 
river district of North Dakota. Good 
crops in the northwest last year and 
the glowing reports sent back by pre- 
ceding settlers are the causes that 
have induced the present heavy immi- 
gration. 

The Story Denied. 

Paterson, N. J., March 19— The 
press is authorized to say that the rep- 
resentatives so persistently circulated 
to the effect that the wife and daugh- 
ter of former Attorney General Griggs 
have become Christian Scientists are 
pure fiction. 

Ex-President Cleveland’s Anniversary. 

Princeton, N. J., March 19.— Former 
President Grover Cleveland, who is 
now the only living ex-president of the 
United States, was 65 years old Tues- 
day. Mr. Cleveland spent the whole 
day at his comfortable home on Bay- 
ard lane with his wife and children. 

Lord Kitchener’s Report 

London, March 19. — Lord Kitchen- 
er’s weekly report shows that during 
the week ending Tuesday 11 more 
Boers were killed, seven were wound- 
ed, 158 were made prisoners and 126 
tuerendered. 



DESTRUCTIVE BLAZE. 

One Million Dollars Worth of Ship- 
ping Property Destroyed. 

New York, March 19. — A swift, and 
in many, of its details a picturesque 
fire, Tuesday night destroyed the pier 
of the Phoenix steamship line on the 
Hoboken, N. J., river front, with many 
bales of cotton and hay; burned that 
company’s vessel, the British Queen, 
to a hulk, consumed several lighters 
and their cargoes, damaged a dock be- 
longing to the Barber steamship line, 
and for a time threatened the property 
of the Holland-American line and the 
huge Campbell stores. 

The loss, according to estimates, 
will approximate $1,000,000. Whether 
any lives were lost was most difficult 
to learn. While the conflagration was 
at its height, and after it had been re- 
duced by the firemen and fire boats, 
rumors were rife that several men per- 
ished. It was tolerably certain at mid- 
night that Chief Engineer Scott, of 
the British Queen, was burned to death 
on her, and that a sailor named Jan- 
sen met the same fate. One of the 
men who escaped says that he saw 
several men leap into the water when 
the steamer became enveloped in fire, 
and he saw few, if any, of these res- 
cued. 

The quartermaster of the ruined ship 
said that the crew was in her fore- 
castle and he surmised that if all es- 
caped they did so with difficulty. Nev- 
ertheless some of the British Queen’s 
officers said Tuesday night they were 
quite assured that all were safe save 
Engineer Scott, who they simply said 
was missing. It is not unlikely that 
some of the longshoremen and steve 
dores who swarmed about the vessel 
may still have to be accounted for. 

The estimated losses in detail are: 
Piers, $300,000; British Queen, $400,- 
000; cotton and lighters, $250,000. Sev- 
en lighters are more or less damaged. 

The scene of the fire was Seventh 
and River streets, Hoboken. Togeth- 
er there are the docks and basins of 
the Phoenix line, the Holland-Ameri- 
can line and the Barber line. 

With but the barest warning the 
flames burst out, quickly licking up 
the piers and the cotton on it, driving 
the stevedores and sailors to the 
street, for the vessel was being un- 
loaded, having arrived here Friday 
from Antwerp, cotton laden. 

The captain of the lighter Tona- 
wanda saved himself, his wife and his 
child by pushing a cotton bale into 
the water, placing his family and him- 
self upon it, and paddling his strange 
life raft into the river. 

CORONATION DAY. 

The King’s Household Busily Engaged 
in Preparing For the Event. 

London, March 19. — Every depart- 
ment of the king’s household is busily 
engaged on the stupendous task of 
preparing for the coronation cere- 
monies. So very long is the list of the 
foreign princes and ambassadors who 
will be present that the court officials 
are at their wits end to decide how to 
dispose of his majesty’s guests. Ev- 
ery available room in Buckingham 
palace and the other royal residences 
is already pre-empted and the lord 
chamberlain is gladly availing himself 
of offers of many of the finest resi- 
dences in London. The Belgravia and 
Buckingham Palace hotels have been 
requisitioned in their entirety, four 
houses in Grosvenor square have been 
taken and In addition the lord cham- 
berlain has thankfully accepted the 
proffer of Dorchester house, lent by 
Capt. G. L. Holford, the king’s equer- 
ry; Chesterfield house, Hart Court and 
Wimbourne house. The Maharajah of 
Jeypoor, one of the many Indian nota 
bles coming to the coronation, Tues 
day chartered the Anchor line steamei 
to convey himself and his suite to 
England. 

ASKS FOR PROTECTION. 

The British Consul at New Orleans 

Threatened By Boer Sympathizers. 

New Orleans, March 19. — George 
Van Sittaro, British consul at New 
Orleans, declares his life and property 
in danger from Boer sympathizers in 
the city and Tuesday appealed to the 
mayor and chief of police for police 
protection. He says that anonymous 
letters have grown much more numer- 
ous and threatening of late and that 
dangerous and suspicious men con- 
stantly stand around his consular of- 
fice as well as his house, contemplat- 
ing, he believes, an attack on him. 
He asked, therefore, that a police 
force be stationed at both places. 

Disappointed Emigrants. 

Berlin, March 19. — Five hundred 
emigrants, disappointed with life in 
the United States, have passed through 
Berlin on their way to their old homes 
in Posen, the provinces of East and 
West Prussia and in Russia and Aus- 
tria. 

Gieat Britain’s Armament Expenses. 

London, March 19. — In the course of 
a lecture delivered in London, Sir Rob- 
ert Giffen, the statistician, expressed 
the opinion that Great Britain’s total 
yearly expenditures for armaments, in 
the future, would amount to £150,- 
000,000. 

Aged 104 Years. 

Joplin, Mo., March 19. — In the little 
burying ground at the county poor 
farm at Galena, just across the border 
in Kansas, lies the unclaimed body of 
Mary Jane Morgan, who died at the 
age of 104 years. She was once the 
wife of a wealthy, man in Wooster, O. 

Corner in Spot Tin. 

New York, March 19. — A small cor- 
ner in spot tin has developed. As a 
result prices have worked up to 26.55 
cents bid and 26.75 cents asked, or 
6ome 50 points above the figures rul- 
ing at the end of Jast week. 



[HE RECIPROCITY BILL 



Chairman Payne Introduced the 
Measure in the House. 



The President Can Eneter Into Nego* 

tiations With Cuba in Arranging 
Agreement After Government 
Has Been Established. 

Washington, March 20. — Chaiimam 
Payne, of the ways and means com- 
mittee, Wednesday introduced the fol- 
lowing bill entitled “To provide for re- 
ciprocal trade relations with Cuba,” 
as a result of the republican confer- 
ence decision Tuesday night. 

That for the purpose of securing re- 
ciprocal trade relations with Cuba, 
the president is hereby authorized, as 
30on as may be, after the establish- 
ment of an independent government 
in Cuba and the enactment of said 
government of immigration and ex- 
clusion laws as fully, restrictive as the 
laws of the United States to enter 
into negotiations with said govern- 
ment with a view to the arrangement 
of a commercial agreement in which 
commercial reciprocal and equivalent 
concessions may be secured in favor 
of the product^ and manufactures of 
the United States by rates of duty 
which shall be less by an amount 
equivalent to at least 20 per cent, ad- 
valorem upon such products and man- 
ufactures than the rates imposed upon 
the like articles when imported into 
Cuba from the most favored of other 
countries, and shall not be greater 
than the rates imposed by the United 
States upon the like articles imported 
from Cuba; and whenever the gov- 
ernment of Cuba shall enact such im- 
migration and exclusion laws and shall 
enter into such commercial agreement 
with the United States, and shall make 
such concessions in favor of the pro- 
ducts and manufactures thereof, the 
aforesaid and which agreement in the 
judgment of the president shall be 
reciprocal and equivalent, he shall be 
authorized to proclaim such facts both 
as to the enactment of such immigra- 
tion and exclusion law’s and the mak- 
ing of such agreement and thereafter 
until the first day of December, 1903, 
the imposition of the duties now im- 
posed by law on all articles imported 
from Cuba, the products thereof into 
the United States shall be suspended, 
and in lieu thereof shall be levied, col- 
lected and paid upon all such articles 
imported from Cuba 30 per cent, of 
duty now levied upon like articles im- 
ported from foreign countries. The 
president shall have power and it shall 
be his duty, whenever he shall be sat- 
isfied that either such immigration or 
exclusion laws or such agreement men- 
tioned in this act are not being fully 
executed by the government of Cuba 
to notify such government thereof and 
thereafter shall be levied, collected 
and paid upon all articles imported 
from Cuba the full rate of duty pro- 
vided by law upon articles imported 
from foreign countries.” 



DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 

Adopted Resolutions in Sympathy 
With the Struggling Boers. 

Washington, March 20. — The demo- 
cratic members of the house, at a 
caucus held Wednesday night, unani- 
mously adopted resolutions declaring 
that congress should express the sym- 
pathy of the American people for the 
struggling Boer republics and pledg- 
ing themselves to use their utmost 
endeavor to “force” the committee to 
report resolutions expressive of such 
sympathy if only that congress might 
have an opportunity to act. 



THE FAIR ESTATE. 

It Will at Once Be Distributed Among 
the Senator’s Heirs. 

San Francisco, March 20. — The su- 
preme court of this state in a decision 
handed down Wednesday declares the 
trust clause in the will of the late 
Senator James G. Fair invalided, and 
the property will at once be distrib- 
uted among the children of the de- 
ceased senator. It is expected that the 
estate is worth upwards of $20,000,000. 

Presents From the Dowager Empresa* 

Peking, March 20. — The dowagef 
empress, learning that Mrs. Bain- 
bridge, wife of W. F. Bainbridge, sec- 
retary of the United States legation, 
was starting for home, sent her an im- 
mense box of costly, confectionery, 
shark fins and other delicacies, with 
scrolls, expressing her majesty’s per- 
sonal regards and wishes for a pleas- 
ant journey. 

The North Atlantic Squadron. 

Washington, March 20. — The navy 
department Wednesday received a ca- 
blegram from Rr. Adm. Higginson an- 
nouncing the arrival of the North At- 
lantic squadrou at Port of Spain, Trin- 
idad, off the north coast of Venezuela. 
According to the squadron’s itinerary, 
it is scheduled to proceed northward 
from Trinidad island to Porto Rico, 
stopping en route at the Danish West 
Indies. 

The Huntington Estate. 

New’ York, March 20.— The Collis 
P. Huntington estate, now being in- 
ventoried by the state’s transfer tax 
appraisers, acting with the executors, 
Charles M. Tweed and Isaac E. Gates, 
will amount to about $28,000,000 or 
$29,000,000. 

Servian Cabinet Resigns. 

Belgrade. Servia, March 20. — Tha 
Servian cabinet has tendered its resig- 
nation. owing to the adoption by the 
Skupshtina (the national assembly) 
of a civil service reform measure 
against the wislj&s of the ministry.

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A Rus>o-French Conjoint Declara- 
tion Issued. 



The Russian and French Governments 
Are Wholly Pleased With the Ob- 
jects of the Anglo-Japan- 
ese Agreement. 



St. Petersburg. March 20. — The Offi- 
cial Messenger Thursday prints the 
text of a Russo-French conjoint decla- 
ration, sent March 16 to the Austrian, 
Belgian, British, American, Spanish, 
German, Italian, Dutch, Chinese and 
Japanese governments. The declara- 
tion is as follows: 

"The allied Russo-French govern- 
ments are wholly pleased to discern 
that the Anglo- Japanese convention 
supports th'e essential principles 
which, according to the reiterated 
statement of France and Russia, con- 
stituted and still constitutes the foun- 
dation of their policy. Both govern- 
ments believe that the support of 
these principles is also a guarantee 
ot their interests in the far east. They 
are compelled, however, not to lose 
from view the possibly inimical action 
of other powers or a repetition of dis- 
orders in China, possibly impairing 
China’s integrity and free develop- 
ment to the detriment of their recip- 
rocal interests. They therefore re- 
serve to themselves the right to take 
measures to defend these interests.” 

The prefatory remarks say that Rus- 
sia desires the maintenance of the 
status quo and the attainment of com- 
plete tranquility in the far east. 

Paris, March 20. — The morning pa- 
pers here comment with much satis- 
i action and approval upon the Franco- 
Russian declaration concerning the 
Anglo-Japanese convention, which, 
they consider, strengthen the chances 
of lasting peace in the far east as con- 
tributing to the establishment of nec- 
essary balance of power, a striking 
consecration of the dual alliance and 
a definition of its scope, field and ob- 
jects. 

If.” says the Figaro, “Germany and 
the United States have any misunder- 
standing regarding alliances and pol- 
icy in China, or fears for the ‘open 
door,’ these are now removed. We 
are for the ‘open door’ on the condi- 
tion that nobody attempts to close it 
on us.” 

The Gaulois thinks this declaration 
comes at an opportune time to re- 
mind Great Britain that her treaty 
with Japan does not leave her such a 
free field as she seems to believe.

Washington, March 20. — The secre- 
tary of the interior Wednesday sent 
to the senate the draft of a bill provid- 
ing for the enlargement of Yellowstone 
park. In a communication accom- 
panying the bill he says the extension 
of the park boundaries is necessary to 
protect the game in the park. 



Boycotting Is Legal. 

Jefferson City, Mo., March 20. — The 
Missouri supreme court decided in the 
case of the Haas Clothing Co. against 
Watson, that labor unions have the 
right to boycott. The circulation of 
boycott petitions is held to be guar- 
anteed in the bill of rights. 



Shamokin, Pa., March 20. — The min- 
ers’ convention Wednesday began tho 
consideration of the important mat- 
ters which will decide w'hether the no- 
tices posted by the operators at the 
various collieries, announcing a con- 
tinuance of existing conditions, shall 
be accepted or rejected. 

The committee on rules and order 
of business met at 8:30 o’clock, a half 
hour previous to the assembling of the 
convention, and completed the details 
of their work. The delegates Wednes- 
day morning displayed much interest 
in the expected presentation by. Pres- 
ident Mitchell of the letters from the 
presidents of the operating companies 
declining a conference with officials 
of the United Mine Workers in regard 
to a wage scale. These letters con- 
stitute one of the most important sub- 
jects to be considered by the conven- 
tion,- but the delegates having notiang 
but a general knowledge of their con- 
tents, declined to discuss their prob- 
able action concerning the communi- 
cations. President Mitchell Wednes- 
day reiterated his denial that the visit 
of Secretary R. M. Easley, of the Civic 
Federation, concerned the situation in 
the anthracite coal regions. When 
asked if he would make any further 
effort to see J. Pierpont Morgan, Mr. 
Mitchell said he had made no arrange- 
ments looking to that end. 

During the executive session the 
convention appointed the committees 
on scale and on resolutions and heard 
the report of the special committee 
appointed to seek a conference with 
the operators. The delegates express- 
ed keen disappointment and the oppo- 
sition to continuing work under the 
present low wages and unfair condi- 
tions was unnanimous and emphatic. 

The indications here Wednesday 
night pointed strongly to a strike dec- 
laration and it is said by some of the 
men that the declaration may come 
as early as Friday of this week. The 
operators’ letters seem to have caused 
much bitter feeling among the men. 

Philadelphia, March 20. — It was 
learned here Wednesday night from 
trustworthy sources that in refusing 
to enter a joint conference w'ith rep- 
resentatives of the United Mine Work- 
ers’ union, the officials of the great 
coal carrying railroads and coal com- 
panies were careful to so word their 
declination that it was not a direct 
refusal to meet the miners’ represen- 
tatives because they were successful. 
To this request the companies gener- 
ally answered by letter, saying that it 
was impossible to arrange a wage 
scale that w'ould be uniform because 
of the different conditions of mining 
in the different fields and on the 
ground that nothing could come of it. 
declined to meet in a joint conference 
as proposed. 



Berlin, March 20. — The presents 
given to Emperor William by Prince 
Chun, who came from Peking to Ber- 
lin last year to make atonement to 
Germany for the murder at Peking of 
Baron Von Ketteler, the German min- 
ister to China, which have been in 
storage here since Emperor William 
refused to accept them. The emperor 
took this action because he believed 
their acceptance would be incompati- 
ble with the character of Prince 
Chun’s mission. The presents, which 
consist of costly silks and objects of 
art, will, upon the second request of 
the Chinese prince, be sent to certain 
German museums.

London, March 20. — The house of 
commons Wednesday passed the sec- 
ond reading of the aged pensioners’ 
bill granting deserving poor persons 
a pension of from five to seven shill- 
ings weekly at the age of 65. It is es- 
timated that the sum of £ 10,000, ucO 
will be required monthly to pay the 
pensions, the national exchequer and 
the local authorities each providing 
half the amount required. As the gov- 
ernment at Wednesday’s session de- 
clared it could not provide its share, 
the scheme is not likely to become 
effective. 



Paris, March 20. — The Journal Des 
Debats Wednesday say 8 it learns that 
the French column in the Lake Tchad 
district of Africa, which defeated Chief 
Rabah’s tribe, has since met with seri- 
ous opposition from the Senoussi 
tribe. No details of the fighting have 
been received, but it is known that in 
an engagement near the capital of the 
district of Kahen, a French captain 
was killed.

Beaumont. Tex., March 20. — Three 
more arrests have been made here in 
connection with the operations of the 
Mattie Bennett gang of robbers and 
murderers.

Pittsburg, Pa., March 19. — The lar 
gest shipment of armor plate evei 
sent away from an American steel 
works left the Homestead mills Tues- 
day for New York. It consists of 3(1 
plates, 18 for the first-class battleship 
Borodina and the same number for 
the first-class battleship Ariel, now 
building at the imperial Russian navy 
yards at St. Petersburg.

McKee, of the Adams Express Co. 



Indianapolis, Ind., March 20. — Ad- 
ams Express Co. officials say concern- 
ing the disappearance of L. S. McKee, 
of Indianapolis, their messenger run- 
ning from Indianapolis to St. Louis, 
on March 3, that absolutely no clew 
had been found. The whole country 
has been flooded with pictures and de- 
scriptions of McKee. 

Superintendent Grablin, of Colum- 
bus, O., says the company will not 
know how much money has been ta- 
ken until the business of the route is 
checked up. He says it might run up 
to a large figure. He left at the In- 
dianapolis end of his run. 



New York Broker Arrested. 

New York, March 19. — Max C. May- 
er, formerly a member of the broker- 
age firm of Rathbome, Mayer & Rath- 
borne, vas arrested Tuesday at Bay- 
onne, N. j., charged with embezzle- 
ment of funds said to amount in all to 
$100,000. The charge was made by C. 
L. IJathborne & Son, successors to the 
firm of which Mayer was formerly a 
member. He was taken before Judge 
John A. Blair, of Jersey City, on a 
warrant charging him with embezzle- 
ment in one instance of $4,800, and 
was released on $25,000 bail. Subse- 
quently an indictment was found 
against him by the grand jury of New 
York county.

Kansas City, Mo., March 20. — Tom- 
my Ryan accepted a proposition to box 
Johnny Gorman, of New York, before 
the National Sporting club, of London, 
for $5,000 a side, coronation week. 
The National Sporting club tried to 
arrange a match between Ryan and 
Jack O’Brien, but the men failed to 
agree on terms. 



Jamestown, N. D., March 20. — Two 
men are reported lost 50 miles north- 
west of here. Ranchman Stewart 
and Herder Dan McLaughlin have not 
been found since the storm. Neigh- 
bors found the house vacant and about 
200 sheep have perished. Stewart’s 
father is an Iowa banker. The stock 
loss is heavy. Two hundred cattle of 
Marston Moore ranch, 30 miles from 
here, drifted before the storm, and 
were drowned in a lake. Loss $7,000. 



Will Not Permit Pool Selling. 

Atlanta, Ga., March 20. — The city 
council has refused to permit pool sell- 
ing at Ledmont park. Joe Ullman ahd 
A. E. Wall, of Hot Springs. Ark., re- 
cently took a five years lease on the 
track for a winter running meeting, 
conditional upon bookmaking being 
allowed. 



Aged Actor Dead. 

Bath, N. Y., March 20. — Robert 
Johnstone, one of the oldest actors 
in America, died Wednesday at the 
hospital of the state soldiers’ home, 
aged 75 years. He claimed that he 
played with Junius Brutus Booth. For- 
est, Macready and other prominent 
actors of their day. 



Thanks to Rr. Adm. Kempf. 

Washington, March 20. — A joint res- 
olution was Introduced Wednesday by 
Senator Vest tendering to Rr. Adm. 
Kempf the thanks of congress for mer- 
itorious conduct in refusing to join 
the allied forces in the bombardment 
of the forts of Taku, China. 



Mr. Garfield Declines. 

Washington, March 20. — Harry A. 
Garfield, son of ex-President Garfield, 
has been offered the position of civil 
service commissioner to succeed Wil- 
liam A. Rodenberg, resigned. Mr. Gar- 
field declined the appointment. 



FIFTY-SEVENTH CONGRESS. 



Promotions in the Government Service. 

Washington, March 19. — The civil 
service commission has decided to 
frame regulations designed to make 
the methods of promotion in the vari 
ous branches of the government serv- 
ice more uniform and based more on 
merit than at present. 



New Coinage Bill. 

Washington, March 19. — Represen- 
tative Hill, of Connecticut, has intro- 
duced a bill for the coinage of the sil- 
ver bullion in the treasury purchased 
under the act of July 14, 1892, into 
subsidary silver coin. 






Washington, March 20. — Senate— - 
During the entire session of the sen- 
ate Wednesday the bill providing for 
the protection of the president of the 
United States was under consideration. 
Mr. Spooner (Wis.) contended that the 
government had an absolute and in- , 
herent right to protect itself against 
assault made either upon its or upon 
any of its officers. He maintained that 
an assault on the president was, in the 
very nature of things, an assault up 
on the government, for there never 
was a time when the president was 
not in the exercise of the duties of 
his office. Mr. Bailey (Tex.) spoke 
briefly upon the bill. The Texas sena- 
tor said he could not support the 
measure as it stands because he could 
conceive of an assault made upon the 
president as a personal and not as an 
official of the government. The as- 
sailant ought to be punished precise- 
ly as if he had assaulted any other 
citizen. 

House — The house made fair pro- 
gress with the river and harbor bill. 
After the close of general debate, 27 
of the 116 pages of the bill were dis- 
posed of. No amendments were adopt- 
ed. The general debate Wednesday 
was featureless. 

Washington, March 14. — Senate — 
After the passage of a considerable 
number of unobjected and unimpor- 
tant bills Thursday the senate resum- 
ed consideration of the ship subsidy 
measure. 

House — The house closed general 
debate on the post office appropria- 
tion bill and completed consideration 
of 12 of the 27 pages of the bill. No 
amendments were adopted. The prin- 
cipal portion of the general debate 
Thursday was devoted to the discus- 
sion of the appropriation for several 
mail facilities. Mr. Jenkins (Wis.) 
presented a detailed statement of his 
reasons for his theory that Cuba is 
now under the sovereignty of the Unit- 
ed States, which sovereignty he con- 
tends can not be alienated without 
an act of congress. * 

Washington, March 15. — Senate — 
Throughout the session of the senate 
Friday the ship subsidy bill was un- 
der consideration. The measure was 
discussed by Mr. Foraker (O.), Mr. 
McLaurin (Miss.) and Mr. Harris 
(Kan.). 

House — The house passed the post 
office appropriation bill. The only 
amendment of importance adopted 
was one to incorporate in the provis- 
ion of the bill to classify the rural 
free delivery service, passed a few 
days ago. Quite a number of other 
bills were passed, including three ImIs 
for marine hospitals at Buffalo, Savan- 
nah and Pittsburg. The Burleson res- 
olution calling on the secretary of 
state for the facts relative to the case 
of Dr. Thomas and wife who desired 
to go to South Africa to distribute re- 
lief funds, was adopted after a short 
debate In the course of which Mr. Hitt, 
chairman of the committee on for- 
eign affairs, introduced a letter from 
Secretary Hay explaining what the 
department of state had done in the 
premises. 

Washington, March 18. — Senate — 
After prolonged debate the senate 
Monday passed the ship subsidy bill, 
the final vote upon the measure being 
42 to 31. Senators Allison and Dolli- 
var (la.), Spooner and Quarles (Wis.) 
and Proctor and Dillingham (Vt.), re- 
publicans. voted against final passage 
of the bill, and Senator McLaurin (S. 
C.) voted for it. Some amendments 
to the bill were adopted, but they were 
all agreed to those in charge of the 
measure, the friends of the bill voting 
down all other amendments. With the 
exception of amendments offered by 
Mr. Allison and accepted by Mr. Frye, 
limiting the time of the operation of 
contracts made under the provisions 
of the bill to July 1, 1920, and provid- 
ing that the amount of the expenditure 
uhfler the mail subsidy paragraph 
should not at any time exceed $8,000,- 
000 annually, none of the amendments 
agreed to materially affected the bill 
as it was reported from the commerce 
committee. 

House — The house Monday began 
consideration of the river and harbor 
bill. Mr. Burton (O.) made an ex- 
tended speech in explanation of the 
measure in the course of which he pre- 
sented many interesting facts relative 
to it. Several other members spoke 
briefly on tne measure. 

Washington, March 19.— Senate — 
For three hours Tuesday the senate 
had under consideration the Jill pro- 
viding for the protection of The presi- 
dent of the United States and for the 
punishment by United States courts of 
those who commit assault upon him. 
Mr. Bacon (Ga.) opposed the bill and 
Mr. Hoar (Mass.) and Mr. Mason (111.) 
supported it. Earlier in the day a 
lively debate was precipitated by the 
effort of Mr. Rawlins (Utah) to have 
printed as a document some Philip- 
pine correspondence. Eventually the 
matter was ordered printed as request- 
ed. Thirty-nine private pension bills 
were passed and the calendar cleared. 

House — The general debate on the 
river and harbor appropriation bill 
was enlivened Tuesday by Mr. Hep- 
burn (la.), who made his annual on- 
slaught on the measure. Contrary to 
his usual custom, Mr. Hepburn found 
several things in the bill to recom- 
mend. although some of his criticisms 
were quite severe. The other speakers 
of the day were Messrs. Ball (Tex.) 
and Lawrence (Mass.), both members 
of the committee, and Messrs. White 
(Ky.). Thompson and Burnett (Ala.) 
who spoke in favor of improvements 
of interests to their districts. It was 
agreed that general debate on the bill 
should close Wednesday at 3 o’clock. 
Saturday, April 26, was set aside for 
memorial services on the late Repre- 
sentative Stokes (S. C.), and the late 
Representative Crump (Mich.).

For seven 
nights and seven days did this dread- 
ful turmoil continue, as counted for 
us afterwards by the reckoner of 
hours which bung within the ark, and 
then the howling of the wind depart- 
ed, and only the roll of a long still 
swell remained. It was regular and 
it was oily, as I could tell by the dif- 
ference of the motion, and then for 
the first time I dared to go up the 
stair and open and found (he gate thej 
bit against was deserted. 

The sweet salt atr came gushing 
down to freshen the foulness within, 
and as the ark rode dryly over the 
seas, I went below and brought up 
, Nais to gain refreshment from the 
curing rays of our Lord the Sun. Duly 
the pair of us adored him, and gave 
thanks for his great mercy in com- 
ing bo light another day, and then we 
laid ourselves down where we were 
to doze, and take that easy rest which 
we so urgently needed. 

Yet, though I was tired beyond 
■words, for long enough sleep would 
not visit me. Wearily I stared out over 
the oily sun-lit waters. No blur of 
land met the eye. The ring of ocean 
was unbroken on every side, aud over- 
head the vault of heaven remained un- 
changed. The bosom of the deep was 
littered with the poor wreckage of 
Atlantis, to remind one, if there had 
been a need, that what had come 
about was fact, and not some horrid 
dream. Trees, squared timber, a 
smashed and upturned boat of hides, 
and here and there the rounded corpse 
of a man or beast shouldered over the 
swells, and kept convoy with our ark 
as she drifted on in charge of the gods 
and the current. 

But sleep came to me at last, and I 
dropped off into unconsciousness, 
holding the hand of Nais in mine, and 
when next I woke I found her open- 
eyed also and watching me tenderly.

SEE SOME GOOD IN TRUSTS. 

Frenchmen tn Thin Country Iiivmll* 
Katina toe Their Government 
DImcunk Combinations. 

8. M. Lazare-Weiller and Baron de 
la Gotel’.erie, who are in this coun- 
try representing the French govern- 
ment in the study of American indus- 
trial activity, have returned east. Mr. 
Weiller said one of the things they 
were sent to inquire into was so-called 
trusts. 

“Under the French law.” said Mr. 
Weiller, “such combinations of capital 
and equipment are not allowable, and 
we were directed to study their work- 
ings in this country — their effect upop 
the investor, the workingmen and the 
public. My observations here have 
led me to the conclusions that there 
may be much good in such combina- 
tions. 

“It is possible that some arrange- 
ment may be made whereby we will get 
a portion at least of our coal shortage 
from the United States. We may get 
coal here for our navy and perhaps 
for our railroads. 

“We would like to, learn something 
of your mental processes — whence 
comes that audacity which makes you 
dare to do things. We are afraid to de 
things in France — in Europe. I might 
say. It is the idea to send student?, 
here to study industrial problems and 
your methods of government.”

Dagobert von G«. hardt, the popular 
Prussian poet and novelist . has stirred 
the dry bones of German astronomi- 
cal research by proposing a calendar 
reform that involves the division of the 
year into ten months — five consisting 
of 36 days and five of 37 days and mak- 
ing March the first month. 

The idea rests on a philological basis. 
Von Gerhard t arguing that the deriva- 
tion of September. October. November 
and September demands that they be 
made respectively the seventh, eighth, 
ninth and tenth months. 

“If,” says Von Gerhardt, “our Baby- 
lonian inheritance, the present system, 
cannot be shelved, the world should at 
least return to the ancient German 
system of naming the months accord- 
ing to agricultural conditions, such as 
the ‘Hay* month — July.”

It is 
firmly believed that the bones of the 
great trapper are resting here, but the 
exact whereabouts of the grave can- 
not be ascertained. The investigation 
discloses positively that “Leather 
Stocking” died in 1S09 at the home of 
John Ryan, who had married his 
daughter. The object of locating th< 
grave is to mark it with a suitable 
monument, the funds to be raised 
among the citizens of this historic lo- 
cality.
